In this group the trumpet or crown is as long or longer than the 
perianth petals. 


AEROLITE—A large golden daffodil of graceful form. The perianth 

is deep primrose with a pure medium yellow trumpet, left in boid

Rockgardens, so popular the last 
few years, can be made much more 
attractive by the use of bulbs prop- 
erly selected and planted. The 
dwarf plants such as Moss Phlox, 
Sedum, Thyme, Sempervivum and 
Dianthus are most colorful in May.
